A Christmas Carol Ushers in Season

Just in time for the holidays. Old Rochester 
Regional (ORR) High School is presenting a lively 
musical adaptation of the Charles Dickens classic, A 
Christmas Carol. The high school performance follows the

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have been working practically since the school year began 
to prepare for the performances, he said, noting that 
the cast and crew meet three times per week during the 
evenings. Some of the male actors are "techies" who Mr. 
Sardinha convinced to step out from behind the scenes 
and into the spotlight. 

Throughout the years, the ORR production of A 
Christmas Carol has evolved with more elaborate sets and 
costumes and the injection of "attitude" into scenes, Mr.

Rochester To Consider 40B Proposal 
By Laura PeduUi 

Now that a state ballot measure to repeal 40B has 
failed, a developer is re-approaching Rochester with an 
affordable housing project proposal. 

Specifically, Featherbed Development will soon 
submit a revised affordable housing plan at Featherbed 
Lane in northwest Rochester. The project - Cedar Crossing 
- was denied by the Zoning Board of Appeals in June 2008 
due to the developer's refusal to pay requested additional 
fees. At that time, the ZBA also found that the project 
would have an adverse impact on local issues of concern 
including "vehicular and pedestrian safety, emergency 
access, wetlands impacts, impacts to local infrastructure, 
and proper management of stormwater," according to its 
decision. 

The developer appealed the denial, which the 
Massachusetts Housing Appeals Committee remanded 
to the ZBA for further findings. The ZBA then filed a 
formal complaint against both the HAC and developer 
to declare the remand decision invalid, which the Justice 
of the Superior Court supported in a September 26, 2010

decision. 

The developer is now coming back to propose 
a scaled-down version of the project proposed in 2008. 
According to Rochester Town Planner John Charbonneau, 
the original project included 140 duplex units or 72 
buildings. 

The 40B proposal is currently before the ZBA, 
which is asking Featherbed Development to revise the 
plan by December 6 to give the board time to review 
it before its December 16 meeting. If the developer is 
unable to present the new plans at that time, the ZBA will 
provide 30 additional days for the developer to present at 
the ZBA's January 13, 2011 meeting. 

The main concern surrounding the project 
revolves around the condition of the access road, and 
the town's possible responsibilities in maintaining it. 
Featherbed Lane is an old road that was discontinued 
in 1980. Featherbed Development representative Denis 
Sequin stated at the meeting that he believes the road 
is a public way due to an 1868 town meeting vote, thus 
eligible for improvements by the town. Special Counsel 
Jay Talerman is reviewing the road issue and submitting 
to the ZBA an estimate on the costs of fixing the roadway 
to accommodate the project. 

Other issues that will be addressed in 
the upcoming revised plan include: storm water 
management, conservation issues, and septic and water 
supply. 
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East Over Reservation Open To Public

The Trustees of Reservations, along with the 
towns of Rochester and Marion, celebrated the opening 
of an additional portion of East Over Reservation on 
November 13. This land, located along the Sippican River 
and its tributary. Hales Brook, includes a 246-acre parcel 
owned by the Town of Marion and a 75-acre parcel owned 
by the Town of Rochester. Both parcels were acquired and 
preserved between 2003 and 2005 as part of a landscape- 
scale conservation effort to protect nearly 800 acres of East 
Over Farm and other significant lands along the Sippican 
River. 

The East Over landscape, consisting of forests, 
wetlands, fields, cranberry bogs and other agricultural 
lands, was protected through a partnership between 
the Trustees of Reservations, the Marion Open Space 
Commission, the Town of Rochester, the Rochester Land 
Trust, the Massachusetts Department of Agricultural 
Resources, and the Massachusetts Division of 
Conservation Services. According to John Rockwell of the 
Marion Open Space Commission, "The opening of this 
trail system provides a new opportunity for people to 
experience the forest and water resources protected in the 
East Over landscape. Because of our partnership with the 
Trustees, the community can now enjoy this land." 

East Over is located in the Sippican River 
watershed. The Sippican River, a tributary of 
the Weweantic River, drains into Buzzard's Bay. 
Approximately 30 square miles in size, the Sippican 
River watershed extends from Route 195 in Marion and 
Mattapoisett, north to Route 495 in Middleboro, and 
includes much of the eastern half of Rochester. Two 
mill ponds - Hathaway Pond and Leonard's Pond - 
are located along the Sippican River where it borders 
Eastover Farm properties. 

"The Trustees of Reservations are thrilled to 
announce the public opening of an additional 300 
acres and over four miles of trails in the East Over 
landscape," says Andy Kendall, President of the Trustees 
of Reservations. "The conservation of this spectacular 
landscape was made possible through the commitment 
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of the Carr and Hiller families, as well as the joint effort 
of a consortium of conservation partners, individual 
supporters, and the communities of Rochester and 
Marion/' 

The Trustees of Reservations, a statewide land 
conservation organization, manage both parcels in 
partnership with the towns of Marion and Rochester. The 
Youth Build programs of Fall River and New Bedford, as 
well as Upper Cape Technical Vocational High School and 
New Bedford Vocational High School, helped the Trustees 
develop a trail system on the Marion parcel, including the 
construction of a boardwalk and bridge. The Trustees and 
the Town of Rochester are working to develop trails on 
the Rochester land and expect to open this expanded trail 
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in 2011. 

"The opening of the trail system in Marion is an 
important step in connecting the various properties 
within the East Over Landscape. The Town of Rochester 
looks forward to working with our partners to expand 
upon the trails over the next year/' said Laurell Farinon, 
conservation agent for the Town of Rochester. 

The Trustees is a 100,000 member organization 
founded by open space visionary Charles Eliot in 
1891. The Trustees "hold in trust/' and care for, 104 
"reservations" located on more than 26,000 acres in 75 
communities throughout Massachusetts. All Trustees' 
reservations are open and range from working farms 
and historic homesteads - several of which are National 
Historic Landmarks - to formal gardens, barrier beaches, 
open meadows, woodland trails, mountain vistas, and 
a Gold LEED-certified green building in Leominster, 
the Doyle Center, which serves as a meeting space and 
gathering place for the conservation community. In 
the South Coast, The Trustees own and steward five 
properties, including the Westport Town Farm and 
Copicut Woods in Fall River. 

Throughout the Commonwealth, The Trustees' 
104 reservations span 26,000 acres. The Trustees also hold 
perpetual conservation restrictions on more than 19,000 
additional acres, and have worked with community 
partners to assist in the protection of an additional 16,000 
acres.

SRPEDD meetings, as the project would seriously impact 
27 municipalities in southeastern Massachusetts. 

"The rail will affect Mattapoisett/' said Chairman 
CoUyer. "If it were here today, Fd be using it weekly" 

Currently, the Lakeville commuter rail stop 
is the most frequently used location for Mattapoisett 
residents who wish to commute to Boston via public 
transportation. However, the Lakeville line has a lot of 
stops to slow the ride down, and the Lakeville location 
has inadequate parking. 

According to Mr. Kunz, benefits of the proposed 
rail would include: 

• Improved quality of life for current residents 
through easier commutes. 

• Reduced emissions, since there would be fewer 
cars on the road. 

• Management of land growth. 

• Increased traffic for small businesses. 

• Improved real estate values. 

Chairman Collyer urged Mr. Kunz to keep the 
SouthCoast rail project interests in mind as the SRPEDD 
representative, and to report back to the board with rail 
news. 

In their final appointment, the board met with 
Fire Chief Andrew Murray to discuss the possibility of 
creating a fire inspector position in town. The position 
would essentially replace the deputy fire chief position, 
which has remained vacant for the past two years.

MICROCHIPS 

My friend told me that I should have a microchip implanted 
in my cat so I could track him like Lojack enables police to 
recover a car. Is this true? 

Not exactly. A microchip is a rice sized computer chip with 
a number embedded in it that is injected under the skin of a 
cat or dog. A receiver is passed over the pet and the number 
shows up on a window. A phone call to a clearing house will 
reveal the name and address of the cat's owner. So a micro- 
chip is more like an ID tag than a Lojack. 

How can I get a microchip inserted into my dog? 
Your veterinarian can insert a microchip into your dog or 
cat. You then register the microchip number and the process 
is complete. Microchips are an excellent idea for cats that go 
outdoors as cat are almost always losing their collars with 
associated ID tags.

apparatus" during emergency response calls, said Mr.

Library Supports Latest Technology

The fact that print books are trending down 
while electronic books increase in popularity should not 
worry bibliophiles, Susan Pizzolato - Library Director of 
Mattapoisett Free Public Library - told members of the

text/' she said. 

"\i is important to keep up-to-date with 
technology as it evolves/' especially to serve the 
younger generation of patrons, she said. Among the new 
technology that is out there for exploring include iPhones 
and iDroids, which allow individuals to read books on 
a phone. ''Young people really like this format. They are 
not afraid. They like spontaneity. Libraries need to adapt 
and stay relevant, and we want to work with the younger 
generation," she said. In that vein, Ms. Pizzolato added 
that the library is redesigning the teen section, including 
updating furniture for younger patrons, to give them a 
more productive and engaging place to congregate. 

Other new projects, like Google Books' effort 
to scan print and out-of-print books, sometimes enable 
patrons to locate hard-to-find works. Ms. Pizzolato 
specifically recounted a time when she helped a patron 
find an obscure poem at the last minute for a wedding. 
She located the poem scanned on the Internet by Google 
Books. "There is a gold lead braid around poem. I felt 
proud. The bride and groom could have framed that," she 
said. 

However, she cautioned against "throwing the 
baby out with the bath water." 

""I like to try things, but it does not mean I need 
to abandon the beautiful books in my home library. [At 
the library], you can try new technology so you can 
decide if you want to invest your time learning it," she

said. 

Some technology available at the library include 
Playaways, which allow children and adults to listen 
to books on a small MP3 player ''You can put on your 
headphones and listen to [books] while you are walking. 
They are really phenomenal,'' she said. Playaways are 
available to check it out like a book for four weeks, she 
said. 

Although Kindle, a portable device that 
downloads and displays books for reading, is not 
available to check out, Ms. Pizzolato keeps one on hand at 
the desk to show to interested patrons. "Kindle is great on 
an airplane," she said. 

At the library, patrons have access to various 
media, such as downloadable adult and children's fiction, 
nonfiction and music, through the Overdrive link on the 
library catalog page.

In its first hearing, the commission heard a 
Request for a Determination of Applicability (RDA) 
from David Davignon of N. Schneider and Associates, 
representing Brien and Carol Barnewolt, to construct 
additions to a single-family house and raze and rebuild 
a garage and storage shed at 27 Water Street. The work 
would be conducted within Flood Zone AE, or within 
land subject to coastal storm flowage, triggering the

requirement for ConCom approval. 

Two abutters present at the meeting observed 
the plans and presented no concerns. The commission 
approved the RDA. 

The commission then entered into a continued 
hearing for a Notice of Intent by the Mattapoisett 
Water and Sewer Department to construct a new 
sewer collection and associated pump station in the 
Mattapoisett Neck Road area. Pat Sheridan of Tighe and 
Bond addressed Mass DEP concerns of the proposed 
project, including the impact on hydrology, nearby brooks 
and perennial streams. He said the DEP requested that 
resource areas be shown on plans, which he said they 
already are, and that it should be built outside the velocity 
zone. Mr. Sheridan said that although the site location 
currently is not in the velocity zone, changing resource 
boundaries likely would situate the site within 30 feet of 
the velocity zone if approved in May 2011 at the town 
meeting. 

Mr. Sheridan said SRF funding for the project 
requires that the station not be built in the velocity zone.

and said, ''we're designing for today's conditions." Mr. 
Dawicki concurred: "The only obligation is to follow 
today's standards," he added. 

The proposed sewer station would serve 236 units in the 
Mattapoisett Neck Road area, which includes 212 existing 
homes and 24 open lots. Of the 24 open lots, the Board of 
Assessors identifies 10 as buildable and 14 as unbuildable. 
Both Mr. Sheridan and Sewer and Water Superintendent 
William Nicholson indicated that unbuildable lots - even 
if they opted in - would not receive stubs under the 
project due to capacity limits. 

"There were 14 potential votes in favor of the 
project not getting sewer stubs. If they knew that, they 
may not have voted that way," Chairman Macallister 
commented. 

Mr. Sheridan estimated that station would 
process 77,800 gallons of sewer per day from the project, 
which he said is a very conservative figure based on DEP 
flows. "This number is high because historical use of 
actual discharge is almost 40 percent less," he said. 

Mr. Sheridan said that the total amount of 
groundwater recharge is 4 percent. "Yes, we are taking 
water," he said, "but it is a small amount of it, and we are 
improving water quality." But Mr. O'Dowd pointed out 
that a five-year drought could create problems. 

The concern of failing wells also was addressed 
at length. "There is nothing in here that adequately 
addresses what would happen to private wells," Mr.

Commission member Mr. Newton suggested that the 
applicant obtain well records from the Board of Health 
to determine their depths and address possibilities of 
saltwater intrusion. Chairman Macallister indicated that 
he wants more exploration on how the project would 
impact the drinking water in wells. The chairman also 
wanted more answers on how the project would affect the 
life cycles of local amphibians, including spring peepers. 
"If you are pulling water out of the aquifer, they will be 
affected,'' he said. 

With the many questions circulating the room. 
Chairman Macallister suggested that a third party 
review the entire project. The commission agreed, and

the chairman informed the applicants that they would 
be notified soon of the names of consultants that will 
perform a review. 

The next hearing scheduled concerned a Notice 
of Intent request to fill, grade and build a 16-foot road 
for a subdivision at 2 Pine Island Road. To a room full of 
interested parties and abutters, engineer Mr. Davignon 
of N. Schneider and Associates presented the latest 
modification of the plan on behalf of applicant Greta Fox. 

Mr. Davignon stressed to the abutters at the 
meeting that the proposed site does not include the 
building of homes, but permission to build a subdivision 
access road through a 225-foot wide patch of wetlands. In 
this proposal, the road would include an eight-foot paved 
strip surrounded by four-foot shoulders of gravel. This 
project would require remediation of the wetlands, which 
Mr. Davignon said would occur north of the road along 
the wetlands belt. Most of the stockpiling would occur in 
high land areas not within the jurisdiction of the ConCom, 
although many abutters present at the meeting expressed 
concern about the handling of the approximate 1,120 
yards of fill to be stored at the site during construction. 
Becky Lockwood, an abutter located near a stockpile 
within ConCom' s jurisdiction, expressed concern about 
the pile of dirt blowing into her property. 

Bill Madden, representing the abutters, listed 
off several concerns to the commission. He said the 
eight-foot paved strip on the road is inadequate to 
accommodate large trucks expected to arrive during 
construction, including heating oil, septic and concrete 
trucks. As stated at previous hearings, he expressed his 
belief that the least environmentally sensitive alternative 
has not been presented, nor the issue of bordering land 
subject to flooding been adequately investigated. "It 
has to be compensated for. When you build a dike, 
you are displacing water. Where is it going to go? It's a 
displacement issue that needs to be accounted for,'' he 
said. 

The commission's main focus was on the width 
of the paved strip on the roadway. Mr. Macallister said 
that despite the fact that increasing impervious surface

area also raises runoff flow, he is more concerned about 
the impact of unfinished roads on wetlands. Specifically, 
he said that dirt can end up in the wetlands system and 
do harm. Also, he also stated that an eight-foot path is 
inadequate for vehicles like snowplows. 

After some discussion, Mr. Davignon agreed to 
extend the paved roadway to ten feet with three-foot 
shoulders of gravel. The commission, with the exception 
of Mr. Newton who abstained - then voted to approve the 
NOI with the condition that the finished road be ten feet 
wide. 

The commission adjourned at 9:40 pm.

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Pumping Station Requests Approved 

Mattapoisett Zoning Board of Appeals 
By Laura PeduUi 
A regular meeting of the Mattapoisett Zoning Board of 
Appeals was called to order on Thursday, November 18 at 
6:00 pm by Chairman Jeffrey Chase. Board members Gene 
Deslandes, Norman Lyonnais, Susan Akin and Mary Ann 
Brogan - in addition to Building Inspector Andy Bobola - 
were in attendance. 

The board shortly opened the first scheduled 
hearing for Jeanne Downey, who was requesting a special 
permit to construct a single-family house at the corner 
of Whaler's Way and Mattapoisett Neck Road. In a letter 
to the board, the applicant requested that the board 
withdraw the case without prejudice, which the board 
subsequently did unanimously. 

In the second hearing, David Davignon of 
Schneider and Associates requested a special permit 
on behalf of John Polcari and Kara Anne Pitt for 3 
Nashawena Road. Specifically, the applicants needed 
a permit to raze an existing house and construct a new 
single-family home that does not meet required setbacks. 
Mr. Davignon said the proposed house's lot coverage is 
21.63 percent and the home would be 34.5 feet in height. 

In comments on the application, Mr. Bobola, 
noted the square footage of the proposed garage exceeded 
864 square feet, which triggered the need for another 
special permit. The proposed home had two garages, a 
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pre-existing detached garage and another garage attached 
to the home. Ms. Pitt and Mr. Polcari said that the 
''garage'' at the house really was a storage area, and that 
they would build the area as a storage shed to abide by 
the square footage requirements. With that matter cleared 
up, the board approved the special permit unanimously. 

The next hearing involved a special permit 
request by applicant Mary Cosgrove and Cosgrove 
Family Nominee Trust. The special permit was required to 
enlarge stairs to access a deck at 5 Nashawena Road. After 
a short presentation by Ms. Cosgrove, the commission 
approved the request unanimously. 

Howard Jones, representing applicants Steven 
and Michelle Wilson of 4 Pico Beach Road, presented a 
variance request to construct an addition that will not 
meet required setbacks. Immediately, Mr. Bobola pointed 
out that the application was wrongly submitted as a 
variance when a special permit would have sufficed; 
thus, he recommended to the board that the application 
be amended. The board agreed with the recommendation 
and processed the application as a special permit. 

In his presentation, Mr. Jones explained that the 
addition would serve as a sitting room for Ms. Wilson's 
mother, who requires 24-hour care. "[If] worse comes to 
worse, it will become a bedroom for her," Mr. Jones said. 

The board saw no problem with the application, 
and quickly approved the special permit. 

In the following hearing, the board considered 
both a special permit and a variance request by the 
Town of Mattapoisett Water and Sewer Department for 
a property located at Mattapoisett Neck Road. The town 
requested the board to approve two applications: one to 
construct a municipal pumping station that will not meet 
required setbacks and another to allow a use not typically 
allowed in a residential district. William Nicholson, 
Water and Sewer Department Superintendent, said the 
numerous local sites were evaluated and this one was 
chosen because it is outside sensitive resource areas and is 
owned by the town. 

Jeanne McKnight of Kopelman and Paige, who 
serves as the town counsel, expressed to the board that 
"the use is in harmony with the general purpose of the 
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bylaw'' and "will not be detrimental to the character of 
the neighborhood/' She noted, "On five other occasions 
[the board] granted something similar." 

Given that the requests were similar to five others 
approved in the past, the board expressed unanimous 
support for the special permit and variance. "It's for the 
betterment of the community," Mr. Lyonnais commented 
during deliberation. The complete green light for the 
pumping station requires approval by the conservation 
commission. Chairman Chase pointed out. 

Rick Charon of Charon Associates then took the 
floor on behalf of Robert and Faith Ball at 10 Atkinson 
Way and requested a special permit to construct a deck 
that exceeds allowable setbacks. "They hope to make a 
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usable deck in the backyard. This is not an area intruding 
on anyone's backyard/' he said. Mr. Bobola remarked that 
the proposal was "modest/' and an abutter representative 
voiced support for the request. The board quickly 
deliberated and voted to approve the special permit. 

In the final hearing, Mr. Davignon of Schneider 
and Associates again represented a resident for a special 
permit request, this time to raze an existing home and 
construct a new dwelling at 29 Nashawena Road for 
applicant William Marinone. The main point of concern 
for the board involved the proposed lot coverage of 
the structure. Although the proposed lot coverage was 
calculated at 26.1 percent, which is 1.1 percent less than 
the existing structure, the applicant did not include the 
boardwalk, which would have increased the percentage 
to 29.8 percent. The board did approve the request, but 
specified that the lot coverage, including the boardwalk, 
must not exceed 27.2 percent. 'It's a nice proposal that 
will enhance the area," Mr. Lyonnais stated. 

With nothing left on the agenda, the board voted 
to adjourn.

Mustaches For a Cause

Felix Perez is looking a bit scraggly these days, and 
couldn't be prouder about it. 

"I'm going to walk around for the entire month looking 
creepy," he told friends and family. 

And it's all in the name of a good cause: raising 
money and awareness of cancers that affect men. 

Mr. Perez and his brother-in-law, Mattapoisett native Matt 
Leclair, are joining scores of men throughout the world who 
are letting their facial hair grow 
without abandon for the entire 
month. They are participating 
in "Movember", which unites 
Mo - slang for Mustache - and 
November, thereby letting their 
mustaches "become the ribbon 
for men's health" in the process. 
Their friends and family are 
sponsoring them in their effort. 
All the money that they will raise 
will benefit the Prostate Cancer 
Foundation. 

Their new look not only 
has elicited amusement from 
friends and family, but also 
has contributed to the dialogue 
on men's cancer, prompting 
individuals to donate money to 
the cause of eradicating cancer. 

"I've always volunteered. I 
don't have time to proactively 
go out and volunteer my time 
right now, but I wanted to do 
something. Growing a mustache 
is an easy way to help," 
explained Mr. Perez, who was inspired to let his hair grow 
when he saw other men participate last year. 

"Everybody thinks it's fun. They joke around. That's the 
intent: to have fun and raise money," he said. His involvement 
has inspired his co-workers as well, who plan to form a team 
for next Movember. 

Mr. Perez said that women, or Mo Sistas, can also 
participate in their own way. His wife is distributing special 
business cards with information about the effort in the hope of 
obtaining more donations. Women also are spreading the word 
on social networking sites, he said. Most importantly, they are 
accepting and embracing the new fur on their men's faces. 

Another "Mo Bro" - the name affectionately given to men 
participating in the facial hair free-for-all - is Matt Leclair. 
Like Mr. Perez, he joined the effort when he saw others 
participate last year. 

"As time goes by, it is starting to look better. For the 
first half of the month, it was pretty terrible," he said of his

growing facial hair. "Right now I'm going for the Tom Selleck 
look." Mr. Leclair said his young children - ages one and four 
- are enjoying his new facial 'do. 

"I might tell my wife I'm going to keep it, to play a joke. 
But I'm probably going to give myself a good shave on 
December 1," he said. 

Mr. Leclair works a professional job in a law office, but 
said he only has received support for his less-than clean cut 
look. "The response has been great. I've received several 
hundred dollars in donations from coworkers," he said. 

Like many participants, 
Mr. Leclair has lost loved 
ones to cancer, including his 
grandmother. "A friend of mine 
lost his father to cancer this year 
and also asked me to participate. 
I know a lot of folks who have 
been impacted by it," he said. 

The idea of Movember 
began in 2003 over a few 
beers in Melbourne, Australia, 
according to the official 
Movember web site. The 
plan hatched was to bring the 
moustache back as a bit of a 
joke and to do something for 
men's health. No money was 
raised in 2003, but the men 
behind the Mo realized the 
potential a moustache had in 
generating conversations about 
men's health. Inspired by the 
women around them and their 
work raising awareness about 
breast cancer, the Mo Bros set 
themselves on a course to create 
a global men's health movement. 

The Movember moustache movement has grown year 
after year, expanding to the United States, United Kingdom, 
Canada, New Zealand, Ireland, Spain, South Africa, the 
Netherlands and Finland. 

According to the web site, in 2009, global participation of 
Mo Bros and Mo Sistas climbed to 255,755, with more than 
one million donors raising $42 million for Movember 's global 
beneficiary partners. 

Local participants are planning to celebrate this year's 
success at the Mustache Ball in Boston. The event will feature 
unshaven men who did their part to raise money for cancer 
organizations.

King of liearts

Heartless. Starring Jim Sturgess and Clemence Poesy. 
Directed by Philip Ridley. Running time: 114 minutes. 
No MPAA rating. 

In 1990, Philip Ridley made me a fan for life with 
his Lynchian yet utterly unique The Reflecting Skin. Five 
years later, he confirmed my admiration with the almost- 
unseen The Passion of Darkly Noon. Now, after years of 
writing plays and children's books, Ridley is back behind 
the camera for his third film. Heartless. Welcome back, 
sir; what took you so long? 

Heartless is immediately recognizable as a Ridley 
film, yet also an immediately obvious step away from 
his previous two efforts, which were twisted tales of 
Americana shot through with sexual perversity. This one's 
set in the slums of London, and it's much more overtly a 
horror film than its hard-to-classify predecessors. Demons 
in hoodies are running rampant in the night, incinerating 
victims with Molotov cocktails. Jamie (Jim Sturgess), 
a photographer, lives nearby and starts to notice the 
strange goings-on. His face is marred by a heart-shaped 
birthmark, and he slinks from place to place, also in a 
hoodie, snapping photos and feeling like a demon himself, 
or at least an outcast. 

Once again using a wide, wide frame, Ridley 
finds beauty in the squalor and clutter of working-class 
London. The presence of the Jake Gyllenhaal lookalike 
Sturgess moping about in a black hoodie will remind 
some of Donnie Darko, and indeed Richard Kelly could 
be considered the American Philip Ridley in some ways. 
After a particularly traumatic run-in with the demons, 
Jamie is led to an abandoned building where his dad 
(Timothy Spall) grew up; inside is a cute little Indian girl 
named Belle (Nikita Mistry), who acts as an assistant to 
the malefic Papa B (Joseph Mawle), who may or may not 
be Old Scratch himself. Papa B wants to unleash chaos 
on the world to make people doubt the existence of God; 
he offers Jamie a deal: do some anti-God graffiti and lose 
that birthmark. Of course, "graffiti" turns out to mean 
something far gorier. 

Heartless gives us such images as Jamie peeling 
off layers of charred skin to reveal his new, unblemished 




self (shades of Pink Floyd: The Wall) and a greaser-hairdo 
rent boy wrapped head to toe in cling wrap. Jamie also 
falls in love with delivery girl Tia (Clemence Poesy), 
and those scenes verge on dull. But Sturgess, as he also 
did in Across the Universe, sells his wide-eyed adoration 
beautifully, and we fear for what might shatter Jamie's 
idyll. There seem to be a lot of meanings floating around 
in the narrative that may need multiple viewings to 
unpack; there's a whiff of Jack the Ripper, suggesting that 
old murderous Jack might once have found himself in the 
same predicament Jamie does. The mysterious Weapons 
Man (Eddie Marsan) comes knocking, using a dowsing 
stick to lead him to the tool Jamie will need to write his 
"graffiti." Jamie didn't sign on for this. It doesn't matter. 
Chaos reigns. 

As a narrative. Heartless is less aggressively odd 
than The Reflecting Skin or Darkly Noon, and as such is 
possibly a good jumping-on point for Ridley newcomers; 
we long-time fans might be a little disheartened by the 
relative lack of such unaccountable visuals as a giant 
flaming shoe floating down a river or a fetus found in a 
jar in a bam. But any Ridley is welcome Ridley, and I 
imagine he's a different artist and person now than he was 
twenty or fifteen years ago — aren't we all? 

The movie packs genuine scares, and keeps us 
connected to its twisty events with Sturgess' powerfully 
empathetic performance as a put-upon young man 
in way over his head. As a Ridley film, its sharp 
straightforwardness may take a little getting used to if 
you've thrilled to his other work. As a horror film, it's 
decidedly more original and idiosyncratic than the stuff 
we horror fans usually make do with. When you can, give 
it a shot — and make the effort to find good letterboxed 
prints of the earlier Ridley, too.
